Girls Being Sought 
For Cadet Training 
By Nurses Director 


Ten or 12 girls with High school 
education are w anted by thè Salem 
City Hosp ital School of Nursing by 
June 28 to train lor the U. S. Cadet 
Nurses corp s. 
The Salem hosp ital school has 
been ap p roved for cadet training by 
the government, 
which 
furnishes 
room, board, laundry, books and in­ 
door and outdoor uniforms. 
The 
outdoor uniform s consist of summer 
and winter suits, hats, top coat and 
p urse. 
Students m ust be 18 years old and 
must sign a p ledge of availability 
for essential civilian or government 
nursing 
after 
graduation. 
After 
comp letion of the course the girls 
are eligible for Army or Navy Nurse 
corp s or any government or civilian 
hosp ital. 
Students receive $15 a m onth dur­ 
ing the first nine m onths (p re-cadet 
p eriod» ; $20 a m onth for the next 
20 m onths (junior cadet p eriod); 
$30 a m onth for the last six m onths 
(senior cadet p eriod). 
During the 
Senior Cadet p eriod 
the student 
may be transferred to other hos­ 
p itals, either government or civilian 
Miss K atherine L. Cromer, di­ 
rectress of nurses, says the' school 
now has 12 students, seven in the 
first year and five in the second. To 
qualify for continuance of govern­ 
m ent aid in training cadet nurses, it 
is necessary to enlist a larger class.

Bo mb Fleeing 
Armies After 
City Is Ta k en

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Nap les, June 5.—Allied forces storm ed 
through cap tured Rome today, crossed the Tiber river and p ressed relent­ 
lessly against the beaten G erm an 10th and 14th armies as they stream ed 
northw ard under demoralizing attacks from the M editerranean Allied air 
force. 
Allied headquarters at noon announced officially the occup ation of 
Rome by the Fifth army last night. 
Fighter-bom bers hamm ered away at the fleeing G erm an columns, 
leaving congested highways to the north littered with dead and wounded 
and smashed vehicles. 
The Fifth arm y tore off and chewed up additional chunks of the dis­ 
organized Nazi forces which had tried vainly to stem the advance on the 
Italian cap ital long enough to hold op en an escap e route for hard-p ressed 
troop s in the shredded delenso line south of the city. 
The danger to Held M arshal Albert Kesselring’s forces still facing 
the left flank of the Fifth army between Rome and the seacoast grew 
steadily. 
The main escap e route of these forces was lost when Lt. Gen. Mark 
W. Clark’s arm or and infantry charged through the defensive screen on 
the outskirts of Rome yesterday and swarmed into the city, where they 
met only sp oradic resistance. 
Prisoners taken 
in the 25-day 
old all-out offensive p assed well 
over the 20.000 m ark. In relentless 
strafing and bombing the tactical 
air force had destroyed or dam a­ 
ged 1,200 Germ an trucks and other 
vehicles.

The first instance, which brought U. S. bombers

BROOKLYN'S OBJEC T LESSON 
Fortunately, the p ossibility of aerial raids has been 
discounted so heavily that. Brooklyn's object lesson In 
the p otency of chlorine gas may be treated as merely 
an isolated accident. More than 1.000 p ersons were di­ 
rectly affected when a single cylinder 
of 
the 
gas 
sp rang a leak while being earrled through a congested 
p ort of the borough, a dem onstration of what would 
hap p en if hundreds of cylinders could be drop p ed from 
p lanes. 
Chlorine gas released from cylinders was the be­ 
ginning ol G erm an chemical warfare in World w ar I. 
The p otentialities of p oison gas have hung ominously 
over the world ever since; they have been neglected In 
this war only because gas is a weap on so deadly tyint 
both sides fear it. Though it is 
not 
subject 
to 
the 
wholesale use foreseen for it. after the G erm ans first 
used it with devastating offp ct 
in 
Ap ril, 
1915, 
the 
Brooklyn ep isode reveals w hat gas bombs drop p ed in 
cities could do. Besides the p hysical effect, nothing 
more quickly undermines m orale 
the exp lanation for 
the fact th at British civilians were given gas masks as 
the first step in civilian p rep aredness. 
Throughout the war. 
gas 
has 
continued to be a 
m ajor weap on held in susp ense 
Tt may well be the 
"surp rise" p romised by 1he Germ ans for the Allied in­ 
vasion. A thousand p ersons in Brooklyn can testify to 
the p otency of chlorine gas. 


SO SATISFACTION GUARANTEED 
The sp ilt milk of what hap p ened at Pearl Harbor 
on Dec. 7. 1941, cannot 
be 
corrected by the court- 
m artial of Rear Adm. Kirnmel and MaJ. Gen Short. 
But until it has been determined once and for all th at 
these two men, officially resp onsible for the military 
security of the base, were not done an injustice by be­ 
ing removed from their commands, their fair trial by 
court-m artial must continue to be a p ublic, as well as 
a military, necessity. 
The circumstances of their cases are still obscure. 
The late Secretary of Navy Knox seemed to exonerate 
them of resp onsibility for the surp rise attack when he 
made his Insp ection a few days afterw ard 
Yet. they 
were removed from their commands, and on Feb. 28. 
1942. the war and navy dep artm ents announced they 
would be tried for "dereliction of duty." 
The p rocedure of a 
court-m artial 
would be ex­ 
tremely difficult under the regulations calling for the 
p resence of key army and navy p ersonnel. 
Both of­ 
ficers hold rank and seniority entitling them under 
m ilitary law to the p resence of many of the key gen­ 
erals and adm irals now conducting the war. U ltim ate­ 
ly, however, they m ust be given a hearing, not for the 
p urp ose of satisfying themselves, their champ ions, or 
their critics, but for the p urp ose of closing the record 
accurately on a momentous event. 


GOOD WILL CANNOT BE ASSUMED 
The hop e of early p eace which Pop e I’ius XTI lias 
broadcast in an address to the College of Cardinals is 
shared by men of goodwill In all the belligerent na­ 
tions. 
If men of goodwill controlled Germany, Jap an 
and that p art of Italy not yet liberated by the Allies, 
however, there would be no 
war 
to bring to a con- 
clusiun. 
Nor would there be 
the 
dreadful 
circumstances 
which have convinced the p op ulations of countries 
m arked for conquest by Germ any, Jap an and Italy 
that to think of anything short of the aggressors’ un­ 
conditional surrender, now th at their p lot is fru strat­ 
ed, would be a betrayal of C hristian p rincip les. 
During the years of ap p easem ent p receding the 
outbreak of world war, the aggressor bloc took cynical 
advantage of what it called the decadence of nations 
which, having renounced war. hesitated to return to 
its regime. 
There was no goodwill among members 
of the Axis; the assum p tion 
th a t 
there 
m ight be. 
should be. or could be hastened the world toward war 
It has been with the deep est reluctance th at the 
nations attacked formed the conclusion that a condi­ 
tion of incom p atibility exists which m ust be resolved 
at any cost in favor of their way of life 
Even so, 
they do not demand that the war m ust rage on to the 
p oint of annihilation; th at decision now lies with the 
nations being forced slowly and at great cost to aban­ 
don their own p lots of annihilation. 
There can be 
no comp romise with the evil they rep resent. 
If the Pop e’s message turns their leaders' hearts 
and p urges their minds of savage ambition, the war 
m ay end sooner rather than later. The Pop e has been 
faithful to his C hristian duty, which is to exp ress the 
highest asp irations of men of goodwill. To the exteitt 


that m aterial forcp is successful 
in 
its 
mission of 
frustrating AxL*- p lans, those asp irations will be p re­ 
served for the guidance and ennoblem ent of p osterity.

This incorrigible 24-year p rivate, 
once called the “p oorest examp le 
of a soldier in uniform .” became 
the outstanding one m an army of 
the Tunisian 
camp aign. W orking 
almost entirely alone he develop ed 
'nto the arm y’s best scout, killed 
it least a score of enemy oficers 
and men in close combat and once 
bluffed an entire Itilian comp any 
into surrendering, 
disarm ing 
140 
men himself without firing a shot 
He violated every m ilitary rule 
in lh e books, deserted p osts, slep t 
on guard duty, disobeyed 
orders 
and went AWOL, and yet he lives 
in tiie annals of the fighting Ninth 
infantry 
division 
as 
p erhap s 
its 
greatest front line fighter. 
In a recent issue of the Stars 
ind Strip es S taff Sergt. Charles 
Kiley, of Jersey City. N. J.. gave a 
detailed account of tiie exp loits of 
this fabulous figure. 
Twice during the N orth African 
camp aign 
I 
ran 
across 
W arner. 
The first time he was sitting in 
front of a p up tent by the ancient 
stone Portuguese fortress at Port 
Lyautey in November, 1942, after 
i 
bloody 
three-day clash 
which 
won French Morocco for the Allies. 
W arner and 
ills infantry budies 
had storm ed the fortress in hand- 
to-hand fighting and he had taken 
a fine p air of French field glasses 
fr< m a slain officer. 
Was W orst Bolo' 
At the entrance of his p up tent 
was the sign “Molotov, mayor of 
Brooklyn." 
The last time I saw W arner was 
almost six m onths later. He lay 
dead 
by 
the 
roadside, 
crump led 
m his own blood alter being am ­ 
bushed by a G erm an m achine gun­ 
ner in the cork forests of northern 
Tunisia only 
a 
few days before 
cap ture of Bizerte ended the cam ­ 
p aign. 
Before coming overseas W arner 
was the worst "Bolo”—army term 
for a 
troublesome, 
undisclip lined 
soldier 
in tlie outfit. 
He was secretive about his p ast 
life but friends said he originally 
came from Detroit. He also was 
som ething of a race track hanger 
on 
and 
because 
of 
his striking 
blonde hair was known as “curly." 
Another soldier gave him the m oni­ 
cker “Molotov" after W arner once 
said he was “half Russian, half 
Jewish.” 
Brawling, boasting and arrogant. 
Molotov was hated and desp ised by 
most of his outfit before it went 
into action. He showed up for in ­ 
duction in a cam elhair coat and a 
white silk muffler. 
Army M. P .’s 
several times p icked him up for 
wearing an officer's blouse, tailor- 
made trousers and a tan silk shirt. 
In combat Molotov broke even 
more red tap e th an in training. He 
usually

as

lone 
wolf, 
carrying two p istols and a carbine 
as well as the field glasses which he 
kep t os r trop hy cf his first battle. 
Absolutely Fearless 
He was absolutely fearless, refused 
to wear a helm et and threw away
